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CLASS HISTORY 


In the turbulent years of 1937 and 1938, delegates met at the round table to discuss the 
future policies of the four-year conference at Ludlow High School. Shortly after they 
elected the “Big Four” who were: president, Dorothy Milroy; vice-president, Eleanor Carmell; 
seerctary, Marilyn Munsing; and treasurer, Rita Bourgeois. Amidst all the business be- 
ing carried on, there was a pause for a social gathering, a Freshmen Day during which all 
political troubles (or intrigues) were forgotten. 


Affairs were getting darker and gloomier as the delegates plunged into more difficult 
tasks. However, with the help of new political officers (President, Edward Trusz; Vice- 
president, Roy Hiersche; Secretary, Marilyn Munsing; and Treasurer, Rita Bourgeois), the 
delegates met some of their aims in the year of 1938-1939. To get them into the right 
mood, they held a Sophomore Party, at which the members enjoyed dancing and refreshments. 


On September 6, 1939, the delegates met early in order to carry out all the important 
issues before them. After electing Ronald Young as president, Raymond Davis as vice- 
president, Marilyn Munsing as secretary, and Gladys Duda as treasurer, the delegates par- 
ticipated in the Maroon and White Fall Frolic, the annual Junior Dance. After such a gra- 
tifying festival, the delegates returned to business by purchasing the class rings, an emblem 
that held them together in the world of grow:ng disturbance. Then came the memora- 
ble day, June 7, 1940, the night of the Junior Promenade. It was the last social affair of 
the year before the return in the next fall, when other important matters awaited them. 


It was a sad and warring world that confronted the delegates when they met for the 
last session of their four-year conference at the Ludlow High School. 1940-1941 will be a 
year well remembered. The “Big Four,” President, Ronald Young; Vice-president, Mitch- 
ell Kras, Secretary, Marilyn Munsing, and Treasurer, Gladys Duda, posted October 24, 1940, 
as the day of the Senior Dance. Soon came the task of putting out the Year Book, a last- 
ing remembrance of the representatives in the Pan-American Union. The Junior agents 
paid tribute to the Senior representatives at the Junior Promenade. Time passed swiftly, 
and soon we were planting the ivy, a traditional practice. Then came Class Night where 
we re-examined the life and history of all the delegates. To soften the sad feeling, of de- 
parture after four years of hard work and enjoyment, a banquet was held where the rep- 
resentatives tossed all cares to the four winds and gave vent to all the joy they had held 
within them for years. 


Then came the saddest day of all, the day when the representatives would part, never 
to cross each other’s paths again — in some cases — never to share the troubles which they 
had borne together through four years, never to enjoy the company of the same one hun- 
dred and twenty delegates at a social gathering. At this last significant meeting, before the 
union dissolved, many delegates were presented with awards for outstanding achievement 
in carrying out important issues through the long conference. Medals of merit were also dis- 
tributed to members worthy of them. Thus did the one hundred and twenty delegates part, 
bidding a last fond farewell to four years of the happiest days they had ever spent.

Film star “Cowboy” Marszalek takes a bow w-th 
Marjorie Johnston, young starlet. Stanley Twarog, eminent scientist, Marcellino Silva, 
statesman, and Alfred Patrie, manager of the John Kuc bakeries, decide to share taxi ex- 
penses with Joseph Duarte and Virgil Jorge, wealthy film magnates. 

In the hotel station wagon Reno Belluci awaits the train. The 8:15 brings Steve An- 
drusik, Peter Figiel, and Alfred Henriques of the Charles Craigie Crushed Pineapple Com- 
pany, Incorporated. 

Lila Bagley, manager of the Dorothy Carpenter hotels, instructs desks clerks Genevive 
Dziura, Alma Gauthier, Leona Boulia, and Virginia Almeida to register the guests who now 
arrive in a steady stream. Irene Borthwick and Amelia Kareta, the elevator girls, greet 
Brenda Allen, famous pianist, Al’ce Grabowski, authority on the Washington official stand- 
ing, Jennie Kogut, originator of the “Friendly Neighbors” radio program, and Helen Ander- 
son, stylist for the Isabella Konieczny chain of fashion shops. 

The convention is preceeded by a luncheon in the main dining hall where we see James 
Gillan, the handsome head waiter, in charge of Walter Dusza, Chester Lizak, Leo Roberts, Ed- 
ward Sas, and Elio Sergeneri, who usher late comers to their tables. Waitresses Dorothy 
Craig, Clara Beauregard, Beatrice Filer, Mabel Luzi, Gladys Miner, and Marie Pelletier serve 
a delicious Iuncheon planned by dieticians Elizabeth Taylor, Dena Catalini, and Mabel Luzi 
and prepared by chef, John Raymond. 

Adjourning to the convention rooms, visitors notice a suspicious looking character. Ah! 
ha! it is John Laughran, the famous criminologist, doing a little detecting. 

Chairman Ronald Young calls the delegation to order and asks for a roll call. Horse 
fancier Sect’y of the meeting, Marilyn Munsing, does as requested, and then Gladys Duda 
gives an edifying report of the finances. Representatives of American Services, — Harry 
Posyk of the Coast Guard, Edward Trusz of the Marines, Joseph Polys of the Navy, and 
Ernest Noel of the Army offer aid from their branches. Cassmeda Campora, the princ‘pal 
speaker, delivers an address on Pan-American Relations. Immediately Ubaldo Casagrande 
opposes her method of approach. A lively debate follows with Lorraine Gaudreau, Maurice 
Chenaille, Phyllis Cornell, and Edmond Walence taking sides. Ida Coelho, secretary to the 
renowned artist, Rita Avel, takes notes while Beverly Chevrier and Ruth Clifford discuss 
means of planning a cultural program for the school principal Gloria Sorrell, planning to 
go into the interior with Mitchell Tenerowicz’s Boy Scout troup leading the way.
